Washington, May 3.—No details 
have been received here yet regarding 
the extent of damage done te the 
United States fleet during Sunday's 
battle oft Manilia, but all advices re- 
ceived irom Spanish sources, admit 
that the Spanish fleet was badly defeat- 
ed. There is great rejoicing in Wash- 
ington over the American victory. 


London, May 3.—All the newspapers 
here comment on the United States 
victory. Their comments are to the 
effect that “another elegant discord 
has been introduced into the eastern 
scramble.” Details of the battle off 
Manilla have been received by the 
British colonial offics. The engage- 
ment lasted two hours and resulted in 
the annihilation of the Spanish fleet. 
The United States warships withdrew 
to their magazine vessel. One Ameri- | 
can vessel, whose name is not mention- | 
ed, was disabled. It is reported that 
the Mauilla authorities refused to sur- 
render and that the United States fleet 
is again bombarding the town. All 
cables out of Manilla - are eut. 


Madrid, May 3.—Capt. Cardosa, of 
one of the Spanish cruisers engaged i in 
the confict, who was killed during the ! 
engagment, belonged to a Madrid | 
f amily. 


A Eong Kong despatch says that the 
bombardment off Manilla is inevitable 
an d that the inhabitants are fleeing 

into the interior. The operators of 
catty stations in the midst of the forts 
have fled to save their lives. 


Key West, May 3.—It is considered 
possible that the United States fleet | 
will attack Havana to-day. Commo- 
dore Dewey, according to a special 
despatch to Madrid, gave Captain 
General Augusti four hours to comply 
with the American ultimatum, which 
demanded the surrender of all warlike 
stores, including the entire stock of 
coal in charge of the government 
officials. The ultimatum asserted that 
no money levy would be made. A 
Manilla despatch says that it is believ- 
ed in Madrid that the Government has 
already cabled Capt.-General Augusti 
to comply with the demand, no other 
course being open. If it proves true, 
grave events may foilew when the 
knowledge of this compliance becomes 
public in Madrid.
